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POLIO CLINICS 


Next Sunday the Board of Health are to con- 
duct their last polio clinic of the year-a 
sort of a make-up clinic,: at which anyone who 
has "missed" one of the three types of vaccine 
can get it, in the High School. 

There has been a lot of work behind this last 
clinic - work that doesn't appear on the surface 
and it is to be hoped that these persons who 
still are not totally protected will take ad- 
vantage. 

The Board has sent out cards to the parents 
of Pre-School Children, telling them how the 
record reads for these youngsters. Perhaps not 
every child hax been covered in the record, but 
the Board has tried.- 

For adults, the matter is different.’ There is 
no tabulated record. The board just has to hope 
that each adult knows the kind of vaccine he has 
taken, and what he needs.° 

It is a good time, now, to sit dow and check 
over. If a person can recall the approximate 
dates at which he attended vaccine clinics he 
can call the Board of Health, and will be in- 
formed of what type of vaccine was given on that 

The unfortunate thing about next Sunday is 


that_no person can take more than one type of 
vaccine.’ Persons who have had only one of the 
three» types, can have one more, and then will 
have to wait. There is too much chance of an 
unfavorable reaction if more than one type of 
vaccine is taken at one time.°
